W.A. Pledger, chairman of the colored 
convention held jast year for the purpose of 
iooking after the various interests of the col- 
ored man, has issued a call for anotber con 
vention. Thecall is avery iengthy docu 
mentand begins with the following para- 
graph: 

‘To the colored people of the United States: 
In pursuance ofa resolution passed by the 
colored men’s national executive comniittee, 
heldinthe city of Washington, December 
1¥, 1885, 1 hereby issue a cali for a colored 
men’s national convention to assemble in 
the city of Richmond, Virginia, on Tuesday, 
July 8th, 1884, at 10 o’clock, a. m., for the 
purpose of comsidering the material, educa- 
ional and political interest of the colored 
race in the United States of America.” 

fhe cali then goes on to discuss the present 
situation of the colored people, referring to 
theiradvancement in the past and their 
prospects for the future and urging the im~ 
portance of a full conventioa.

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


W. D. CHURCHILL ARP ESTED FOR 
AN ASSAULT TO MURDER. 


An A'lenta Catpetterin Troub’«—A Mra. Mi'tebc'l 
Made Orezy by a Bow on the Head—The Story 
Her Nine-Year-Oid Daughter Told to 
Counciiman Kuatz—His I4:\—Bve. 


W. D. Churchill,an old resi@ent of Atlanta, 
stands charged te-day with assault with intent 
to murder. 

Churchill was arrested yesterday afternoon 
by Chief Connolly and Mounted Officer 
Clark, but subsequent to his arrest was re- 
leased upon a five hundred dollar bond with 
David Seitz as his: bondsman. The warrant 


egainst Churchill owas eworn out 
by Mounted Officer Clark sub- 
sequent to the arrest. The bond 


requires Churchill’s. presence before Judge 
Tanner at three o’clock this afternoon The 
charge was induced by an assault which 
Churchill is alleged to have made upon a 
Mrs. Mitchel], who once resided in the fourth 
ward near ihe Air Line shops, but whois 
now in jail awaiting transportation to the in- 
sane asylum. | 

About two weeks ago Mr. Tyler Cooper, 
counciiman from the sixth ward and cbair- 
man of the relief committee, bad his atten- 
lion Girected to @ Woman residing near the 
Air Line shops who was unable to provide for 
herself and her children. The councilman 
ascertained that the woman’s mind was not 
altogetber clear. The woman and her children 
were suffering fur the necessities of life, and 
as Guickiv as the councilman could accom- 
plish it be had them removed to the Benevo- 
lenthome, They were admitted to the home 
aheut ten days ago. The woman 

APPEARED To BE CRAZY, 

but at firstit was aitribuied to her inability 
to provide for berseif andchildren. Her freaks 
were many and peculiar, but notbing extra- 
ordinary occurred until Sunday one week 
ago, when she atirected- attention by throw- 
ing stones at ladies and gentlemen who 
passed by the nomr. The matrom sought 
Chief Connolly, who was notified of the wo- 
man’s strange acts, That official made an in- 
vestigation which resulted in an examination 
before Ordinary Calhoun last week. and Mrs, 
Mitchel) was adjudged insane and will besent 
to the asylum ai Millegeville. 


The - parting between Mrs, Mitchell 
and her children was peculiarly 
affecting. The children clung 


to their demented and unfortun&te mother 
begging te betaken with her. The children 
are fourin pumber—the youngest being a 
babe wauile the eldest is a bright girl of nine 
years. Her name is Liijlie. Thursday or 
Friday last Lillie told the matron at the 
home that her mother’s mind was never 


affected until some . time ago when 
a& inan=— struck her on the head, 
The child seemed afraid to 


talk much about the matter but what she 
said ardused the matron’s curiosity and Sat- 
urday evening she called upon Councilman 
Kutz whe is also a member of the relief com- 


‘thittee. Ske repeated what she had heard. 


Mr. Kutz calied at the home and the child 
in her own way said that her father had been 
dead several yeacs and that her mother had 


been living near the Atr-Line shops. She 
aiso said that a man bad heen coming to see 
ber mother for a long while and that one 
night he struck her over ibe head wiih a 


heavy board. These facts Mr. Kutz 
GCOMMUNICATED TO CHIEF CONNOLLY, 
The chief inscani:y souzut tee place where 
Mrs. Mitchell had jived. There he found a 


family named McCarty, who occupied a 
portion of the  hvuse ilu which 
Mrs. Mitchell had lived Chief Connolly 


niade known his mission, and from the Mc» 
Carty family obtained a confirmation of 
Lillie Mitchell’s story. They said that Mrs. 
Mitchell bad ijived there for a long time, and 
that atthe time of her husband’s death she 
was the mother of three children. Subse- 
quent to ner husband’s death Mrs. Mitchell 
was frequently visited by Courchill. One 
nicht during January Churchill called to see 
Mrs. Mitchel!, and while there struck 
her a hard biow over the head with a heavy 
board. The wouad knecked her senseless 
and bled freely. Mrs. MeCarty said that she 
and her son washed the blood away and 
bound up the wound. The woman suffered 
vyreatly, but recovered rapidiy. Her mind 
seemed impaired, however. Daring his in- 
quiry Chief Connolly secured other wit- 
nesses, who will testify toabout the same facts. 
Mrs. Mitchell’s insanity is now attributed 
to the hard blow, and afte, the tria! to-day at 
which tbe little girl, the McCarty family and 
cibers will testify as indicated she will 
probably be subjected to a careful medical 
examination. 

Mr. Churchill is a carpenter by trade, snd 
resides with his family in Reynoldstown. 
He declares fia willingness to have a com- 
plete and thorough investigation and says 
that he is not guilty of the offense. His 
friends a!so assert the belirf in his innocence. 
Mr. Kutz says that he intends to have the 
matter probed fully and satisfactorily.

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LBEONIDAS JOHNSON TO HANG, 


Ceunty Negre Sentenced to Swieg On 
Friday, May the 28th. 1884. 

Leonidas Johnson was brought back to the 
Atianta jail Saturday night to spend the last 
mouth of bis life. 

Johnson is a negro, and is to be hanged in 
McDonough, Henry county, on Friday, May 
the 23d. A little more thana year ago John- 
son was arrested, charged with outraging a 
white lady. He was brought io Atlanta for 
safe keeping, and when his trial came off in 
McDonougt be was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to death. His case was taken to the 
supreme court, but the verdict was sustained 
Last week he was takem back to McDonough 
and resentenced. ° Before Johnson was taken 
away he was quite careless as to the result 
of his case and frequently said he would 
never hang. Since coming back he has 
changed: considerably. He has asked fora 
separate Gel, and 18 rareiy Seon miingiung wita 
the other prisoners. He rem 
the greater part of the time reading tne Bible 
and praying. He now begins to believe that 
be wil heng.
